The Georgia Western. 

The Georgia Western that Messrs. New- 
comb and Wilson are discussing isa very 
different Georgia Western than has been 
discussed of late. It does not—on paper 
ot course—start from Decatur, or even 
from Huntsville, but from Blount Springs, 
a station on the North and South road, 
about thirty miles north of Birmingham, 
and about twice that distance south of 
Decatur, It lies almost due west of At- 
lanta, and an air-line between the two 
points would cross the Selma, Rome and 
Dalton road near Jacksonville, passing 
north of Villa Rica and _ south 


of Powder Springs. The proposed line | 


would, however doubtless be turned far 
enough towards Carrollton to utilize 
every dollar that has been expended on 
this long-desired road. The route now 
proposed would be about forty miles 
shorter than the Decatur line, and would 
practically be a fulfillment of the original 
scheme fora line to Birmingham. It 
would, too, traverse the richest coal and 
iron lands in Alabama, and would there- 
fore be far more desirable to Atlanta 
than a line leading either to Huntsville 
or Decatur. By means of the Selma 
road it would give us a_ direct 
line - to Montevallo, and it would 
also give the merchants of Atlanta ac- 
cess to those parts of Alabama which 
they can now only reach by circuitous 
routes. As a part of a through route 
from St. Louis and the northwest gener- 
ally, the line is nearly as direct asa new 
line from Decatur would be, because the 
South and North inclines to the east af- 
ter it passes Decatur. We have reached 
a point where we would welcome a 
Georgia Western road no matter on 
what line it was built provided that 
it brought us lower-priced coal; but 
there is no doubt that the Blount Springs 
line is the best for all concerned. It will 
cost less and pass through more coal 
fields and ore banks than any other that 
can be projected; and we hope Messrs. 
Newcomb and Wilson and their asso- 
ciates will build ft before they have time 
to take a new departure, or before new 
events compel a change in the alleged 
programme. 


The Question: of Taxation. 

Some of our contemporaries, notably 
those that would seem to be interested in 
treating the matter seriously, if not 
thoughfully,are laughing ata Mr. Weaver, 
a congressman from Iowa, who has re- 
cently introduced a bill into the house 
providing for a graduated income tax. 
We do not happento have before us 
even asynopsis of Mr. Weaver’s meas- 
ure, but its provisions are based upon 
the equity which demands that if an in- 
come of $3,000 should be made to pay 
two, three, or four per centum, the. tax 
on $6,000 should be increased in propor- 
tion. We do not wonder that Mr. 
Weaver’s proposition is laughed at. The 
editors who are disposed to ridicule it 
are the men who religiously teach their 
readers,among other astounding fallacies, 
that a gold dollar possesses intrinsic 
value; that if the balance of trade be 
against us—that is to say, if we buy more 
from our neighbors than we sell them— 
we are thereby placed at a disadvantage; 
and that protection is not a tax upon the 
people, but the safeguard of home in- 
dustries. Some of them even believe 
that the law can really regulate the rate 
of interest. It is no wonder, when such 
fallacies prevail, that legislators fail to un- 
derstand the first principles of taxation,to 
say nothing of the equities thereof. We 
doulst, indeed, whether Mr. Weaver un- 
derstands the matter, and no doubt his 
bill is open to the very gravest objections; 
but the fact remains that an income tax 
is theonly. just and equitable form of 
taxation that can be devised in a govern- 
ment which, like ours, depends for its 
existence upon the will of the people. 
Mr. Wells, who ‘seems to be an expertggn 
all the fallacies of political economy, is 
of the opinion that an income tax would 
work the grossest injustice. Certainly, 
it would be difficult to devise a perfect 
system, but the question is would not 
even a grossly unjust system work infin- 
itely less injustice than the system which 
allows the largest property-holders in the 

country to enjoy all the benefits of gov- 
ernment protection without so much as 
contributing a dollar directly to its sup- 
port? It isimpossible tosay what answer 
Mr. Wells and his fellow-fallacists (if we 
may beallowed to seize upon a word in 
passing) would make to this, but it is safe 
to assume that those who have become 
victims of a fallacy are not likely to be at 
&@ loss for plausible arguments,

renders a graded income tax absolutely 
essential if, in assessing taxes, even an 
approach to justice is to be made. 

Owners of improved real estate make a 
great outcry when the tax-rate is increas- 
ed, and yet the taxes come from those 
who rent the houses. Naturally, when 
it was decided some time ago in Georgia, 
that railroads were subject to taxation, 
the people plumed themselves on what 
was, in some respects, really a brilliant 
legal victory. But now that the matter 
is settled, the question is, do the railroads 
really pay taxes? Do not the taxes 
come out of the people who 
are the dependents of thejrailroads—who 
have freights to transport and journeys 
to make? While the taxes ostensibly 
paid by the railroads add to the revenues 
of the state government, is it not true 
that the result is to collect from the peo- 
ple, indirectly, the amounts the corpora- 
tions are supposed to pay? A little re- 
flection will show that the tax which the 
state collects from the railroads in the or- 
dinary way is really an additional burden 
upon the people. But suppose this tax 
were assessed upon the gross receipts of 
the roads; what would be the result? 
Simply this—that the liability of the peo- 
ple would be so remote as to be inappre- 
ciable; and such a tax would be peculiar- 
ly appropriate, since, in order to sustain 
themse'ves, these corporations have been 
allowed to confiscate private interests. 

If, as our contemporary, the New York 
Times, suggests, a wholly orjnearly ex- 
clusive real estate tax would possess the 
advantages of simplicity, non-evasive- 
ness, uniformity, permanence, and re- 
moval of uncertainty, how much more 
completely would an exclusive income 
tax fill these conditions. In the first 
place, there is always the difficulty in 
the way ofa real estate tax—and it 


| seems to us to be insuperable—of unjust as- 


sessment either upon the part of the 
owner or upon the part of the authori- 
ties. It seems impossible to prevent 
owners from undervaluing their proper- 
ty, and any assessment, to be honest and 
fair, must take into consideration cir- 
cumstances not likely to be investigated 
by official assessors. What standard of 
valuation could be fixed, and how could 
it be regulated? This difficulty ex- 
tends to nearly every species of property 
upon which the tax collector places 
his tinger: so that, in Georgia, while the 
tax-books show a decrease of taxable 
property it is known with absolute cer- 
tainty that there has been an actual in- 
crease of several millions, not only in 
property, but in property values. With 
the present confusion in the legislative 
mind in regard to the question of taxa- 
tion, it is not likely that this evil will be 
adequately remedied. 

It so happens that the poorer classes 
and small property-owners are doubly 
and trebly taxed, and one of the results 
of this criminal injustice is the rise and 
spread of socialismand communism. The 
fact that the ideas which form the basis 
of these really,dangerous movements can 
find a foothold in a republic like ours is 
an alarming symptom, but thoughtful 
minds must regard it as a disorderly pro- 
test against the injustice which lies at 
the root of our system of taxation. Un- 
der this system the great burden of the 
taxes fall at last upon the dependents of 
capital, while capital itself, in one form 
and another, manages to elude the tax- 
gatherer altogether. A wise, just and 
equitable system of taxation is really a 
great public charity, because under its 
operations the poorer classes would es- 
cape assessment altogether, paying only 
the natural taxes which all consumers 
must pay; but a system of taxation, tobe 
just, must recognize the fundamental 
fact in equity that those who most need 
the protection of the government—whose 
interests would be sacrificed ina period of 
disorder—ought to pay all, or nearly all, 
the taxes. The poorerclasses feel that they 
are the victims of a great wrong, and 
they fly to the extreme of communism. 
The people, asa general thing, particu- 
larly those who feel that they are wrong- 
ed and yet cannot trace the wrong to its 
cause, do not pause to reflect. They 
know and feel that there is some injustice 
somewhere, and this instinct will grow 
until the little cloud of communism will 
be found to embody a most disastrous 
tornado. 

Let us take, for example, the case of 
Mr. William H. Vanderbilt. He has to- 
day thirty-one millions of dollars in reg- 
istered United States bonds, upon which 
he pays no texes. Not only this, but 
the peopled are taxed to pay Mr. Van- 
derbilt for his thoughtfulness in purchas- 
ing government bonds, and he is puid 
four per centum upon every dollar so in- 
vested. Not one dollar of tax does he 
pay upon this property—not one cent 
does he pay the government for securing 
him in the enjoyment of it. And yet if 
his taxes were proportionate with 
those of asmall property-holder,he would 
pay into the treasury, annually, what 
would apparently be a vast sum of money. 
Cheaply estimating what the absence of 
disorder and government protection are 
worth to Mr. Vanderbilt, it is within 
bounds to say that the interest he draws 
upon his four per centum bonds igs 
really one hundred per centum. A just 
system of taxation, such as might be 
embodied in a graduated income tax, 
would compel men like Mr. Vander- 
bilt not only to pay in proportion 
to their property, but would compel them 
to payin proportion to their interest in 
sustaining the government—or, in other 
words, maintaining order. Such a ByS- 
tem would greatly relieve the poorer 
classes, whose distress ig always urgent, 
and it would come in the happy shape 
of a governmental benefaction—a remedy 
not only of communism and _ the spirit of 
disorder, but of actual poverty. 

We know nothing ot the merits of Mr. 
Weaver’s bill, but those wholaugh at the 
intention of an equitable system of taxa- 
tion as communistic, may yet havean op- 
portunity of laughing under the com-

CULTIVATING PEACH TREES. 

Experiments demonstrate that bearin 
peach trees should be differently trea 
from those that are too young to bear. 
Young-peach trees will keep on growing un- 
til latein the fall It is best notto allow 
this, andone way to prevent itis to stop 
stirring the soilat mid-summer. The rest 
of the season isto harden up the young 
wood for wirter. In fact the growth of the 
tree should be controlled, and it requires 
skill and experience to doit. Perhaps Au- 
gust is the best time to stop cultivating-:the 
young peach tree. Should the ground be 
very rich and the trees seems inclined to 
keep on growing, the leading branches may 
be pinched in. After pinching 
in a new growth will start, but 
pinching in must be resorted to again. Ri- 
pening up cei the new growth of 
the young tree should be the aim of the 
peach-grower. Where the soil is poor, less 
care is required in ripening in the new 
wood. Bearing peach trees should be culti- 
vated. The soil at all times should be kept 
loose. There 1s no danger of stimulating a 
late growth, for the frult consumes all the 
late sap. caused by cultivation, 

To grow large peaches, and of uniform 
size, the tree must have either its bearing 
branches Shortened in or the fruit must be 
thinned out. Shortening in is probably the 
least expensive operation of the two.

quires moisture, it will not flourish in a wet 
place. Where the soil is shallow, mulching 
will prove beneficial. The soil for straw- 
berries should be plowed deep, without 
bringing up any poor subsoil, and the more 
thoroughly it is pulverized the better. Well 
rotted stable manure is about the best, and 
it should be harrowed in after plowing. It 
is important to bave the surface rich. 
Wood ashes are excéllent,and may be sown 
on the surface at any time. Among commer- 
cial fertilizers, perhaps bone dust, at the 
rate of 300 pounds to the acre, is the best. | 
Bone dust and wood ashes are as good as' 
anything a strawberry bed needs. 
In setting out plants, it is a good plan to 
put them in a pail with water enough to 
cover the roots, taking out the plants as 
needed. Set the plants as deep as they grew 
before, being careful not to cover the crown. 
The roots should be spread out and the 
earth pressed firmly about them. After 
setting out, the ground should be kept 
stirred, as it keeps the plants in a growing 
condition, and prevents ‘the ground from 
drying up. No weeds should be allowed to 
grow among strawberries, to rob them of 
nourishment and moisture. Nocultivation 
should begiven in the spring before the 
fruitripens.
